ASHINGTON, April 15.—In the 
United States Supreme Court an 
opinion was handed down today 

in the case of Fairbanks vs. the United 


States. The case involves the consti- 
tutionality of the war revenue law, im- 
posing a tax upon export bilis of lading. 
The court decided against the govern- 
ment, holding that provision of the 
law unconstitutional. The opinion was 
handed down by Justice Brewer, and 
Justices Harlan, Gray, White and Mc- 
Kenna dissented. 

The case came to the Supreme Court 
from the United States District Court 
of Minnesota. The decision of that 
court sustained the validity of the law 
imposing a tax of 10 cents on export 
bills of lading. Fairbanks was fined 
‘$26 for his supposed offense. He is an 
agent of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and was convicted of violat- 
ing the law in March, 1900, the specific 
charge being that of issuing bills of 
lading on wheat to be exported to ns- 
land without attaching the stamp to 
them, as required by law. The tax was 
resisted on the ground that it violates 
the provision of the Constitution re- 
quiring that no tax or duty shall be 
laid on articles exported from any 
other State.” 

The substance of the court's decision 
was embraced in the concluding para- 
graph, which follows: “We are of the 
opinion that a stamp tax on a foreign 
bill of lading is in substance and is 
equivalent to a tax on the articles in- 
cluded in that bill of lading, and there- 
fore a tax or duty on exports, and in 
bition.” 

The judgment of the District Court 
was reversed, and the case remanded, 
with instructions to grant a new trial. 

In the course of his opinion, Justice 
Brewer took cognizance of the conten- 
tion that if the duty on foreign bills 
of lading is not sustained it will follow 
that tonnage taxes and stamp duties 
on manifests must fall also. 

“The validity of such taxes is not 
before us for determination.” he said, 
“and therefore we must decline to ex- 
press any opinion thereon, and yet it 
may be improper to say that even if

CONCERNING DIVORCES. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The 
United States Supreme Court today de- 
cided a number of cases involving the 
validity in one State of divorce decrees 
granted in other States. The court 
held practically that in cases in which 
the decree is granted in States where 
the husband and wife have made their 
legal residence, it is valid in any part of 
the United States, but that in other 
cases in which there is no legal resi- 
dence in the State in which the decree 
is granted, they are invalid. The opin- 
jonas were handed down by Justice 
Gray, and involved the case of Ather- 
ton vs. Atherton, Bell vs. Bell, and 
Streitwolf vs. Streitwolf. 

In the Atherton case, the husband 
obtained a decree of divorce in the 
State of Kentucky, where they had re- 
sided as husband and wife, after the 
wife had left the husband and gone to 
the home of her parents in Clinton, N. 
. In his opiniong, Justice Gray called 
attention to and laid stress upon the 
fact that Kentucky was the place of 
their marital residence, and he also 
brought out the fact that notices of the 
husband's petition for divorce had 
been forwarded to New York, and that 
she had made no response. The Ken- 
tucky court thereupon had granted the 
decree. The question involved was, he 
said, whether the decree was valid in 
New York, the question having been 
raised by a counter-proceeding of the 
wife for divorce in New York. He con- 
eluded that, owing to the fact of her 
former residence in Kentucky and the 
fact that due notice had been given 
her, Mrs. Atherton was as much bound 
by the Kentucky decree as if she had 
been present in the court when it was 
granted. Hence the decidien of the 
New York Supreme Court in favor of 
the wife and against the validity of 
the Kentucky decree was reversed. The 
Other two cases alse came from ew 
York.

Prominent Japanese Bacteriologist Be- 
lieves That the Rodents are the Prop- 
agators of Contagious Diseases—He 


Says They Serve No Useful Purpose.

CHICAGO, April 15.—The Tribune 
says that a world war on rats may 
be proposed by Japan. That nation 
has been gonducting an exhaustive in- 
vestigation, and the conclusion has 
been reached that rodents are a 
menace to mankind. 

“Consequently,” 
who is a visitor to Chicago, 
Mikado's government is to appeal to 
civilization to exterminate the rodenis. 
It is declared that rats spread al! 
sorts of contagion, while hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty is destroyed by the rodents 
each year.” 

The plague, says Dr. Nagusha, 
would lose half its tergor should the 
rats of the world cease to exist. 
Other diseases would claim fewer vic- 
tims and the earth would be a safer 
place for human kind. 

Dr. Nagusha, who is a bacteriolo- 
gist of prominence in Japan, is at the 
Auditorium Annex. He has been mak- 
ing @ study of the plague in Hong- 
kong, Bombay, in Japan and other 
of the oriental countries. He was 
convinced, he said, that rats are the 
greatest propagators of contagious

Japan, said Dr. N had made 

an official investigation of the harm 
done by rats, and the result of this 
investigation would be brought to 
the attention of the civilized world. 
His country is now taking steps look- 
ing to the destruction of the rodents. 
It is proposed to induce other nations 
to do likewise. Rats, declared the 
visitor, served no useful purpose, and 
besides spreading germs, gnaw their 
way into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property each year. 
am aware that I am not ad- 
vancing a new idea,” said Dr. Na- 
gusha, “for bacteriologists and mem- 
bers of the medical profession have 
long been aware of the evil which 
rats work in the way of propagating 
contagious disease, but I did not real- 
ize the extent of this evil until I 
came to make my recent investiga- 
tions in connect with the bubonic 
in the I visited Hone- 
kong.

These precautions would 
have “been effective in all probability, 
but for the infected rodents carrying 
the germs with them.”

The Ebell Society had many meet- 
ings yesterday, as is always the case 
on the third Monday of the month. 
The domestic science section was first 


on the list, convening at 11 a. m. 
Under the direction of Mrs. Dutton, 
the ladies of the section prepared a 
delicious potato salid, fish with hol- 
landaise sauce, hot rolls and coffee. 
This is one of the most popular sec- 
tions of the bell, and its popularity 
appears to grow with time. 

The tourist section met at [:30 p. m. 
Mrs. C. P. Bartlett in the chair. Mrs. 
Frank W. Taylor gave a description 
of the art galleries of Rome, with 
some anecdotes of travel about the 
eternal city. Other members of the 
section added anecdotes. A large 
number of photographs of the great 
pictures in the Roman galleries, loaned 
by the public library, were exhibited, 
and contributed to the interest of the 
discussion. In a short business ses- 
sion, the section unanimously re- 
elected Mrs. C. P. Bartlett to the cura- 
torship for the coming year, and it 
was decided that Egypt should be 
made the subject ot study. 


The current events section, under 


| the leadership of Mrs. Lou V. Chapin, 


had one of the most animated meet- 
ings of the club year. The attendance 
was large, filling the auditorium, and 
the subjects discussed called forth a 
lively debate. Some of the members 
of the parliamentary and debating sec- 
tion took a prominent part in the 
arguments on the various questions. 
Mre. R. H. F. Variel spoke upon the 
topic of the possibility of occidentaliz- 
ing Asia. She thought this possibility 
very remote. She said: “I don't be- 
lieve that England has done very 
much to occidentalize India, although 
that country has been under her rule 
so long Ryssia stands a very good 
chance of accomplishing something. 
Her railroads have already done a 
great deal by the introduction of Am- 
erican machinery and methods. Hong- 
kong shows great improvement. That, 
however, is a city on the coast and be- 
longs to England. When you take into 
consideration China's exclusiveness, I 
think the possibility of occidentalizing 
her territery is very remote. It may 
take thousands of years for the work.” 
In answer to Mra. Chapin's question 
as to the chief obstacles in the way of 
the task, it was argued by one mem- 
ber that the religions of the Hast 
would prove the greatest hindrance to 
the acceptance of occidental ideas, as 
no religion except the Christian taught 
the brotherhood of man. this Mrs. 
C. N. Sterry objected that, if other 
religions did not teach the brother- 
hood, some at least taught the cousin- 
ship of man, and argued that the ob- 
stacles were rather those of race— 
the inherent character of the eastern 
peoples. A woman who had lived in 
China testified to the faithfulness of 
a large number of Chinese converts 
to the Christian religion, and cited the 
conduct of many during the recent 
troubles. 

A second question that aroused a 
great deal of discussion was: Do you 
think that an aristocratic class is the 
natural outcome of all civilised so- 
ciety?’ Mrs. Sterry said: “The his- 
tory of the world shows that aristoc- 
racy is the fungus that appears on the 
oak and indicates always its death. 
All countries have waxed from a con- 
dition of little civilization to a highly 
civilized state and waned again. 
we become too civilized, some unseen 
force sweeps us back to our beginning 
and we have the course to make over. 
An aristocracy is a class that lives 
largely upon the efforts of others, and 
society has never shown itself strong 
enough to sustain such a class for a 

at length of time. 

* Chapin, answering Mrs. Sterry, 
quoted many of Grant Allen's opinions 
on the English aristocracy, expressed 
in this month’s Cosmopolitan, but con- 
tended that the aristocracy of the Uni- 
ted States, in so far as we Possess One, 
is not like that of Europe. She main- 
tained that, when an Americen family 
gets rich, its first degire is to acquire 
culture, and that many of the wea hy 
men of the country are among e 
greatest benefactors and make the con- 
ferring of benefits upon the 


people

She 
said: “Everything that affects the 
community is the business of every 
individual of the community, as well 
as those specially sworn to execute 
the law.” Mrs. Sterry said: “The 
clubwoman who took action last Satu:- 
day proceeded in an orderly way to 
call attention to the violation of the 
law, and that is the right course. I 
think the club owes her a vote of thanks 
for action.” Miss C. M. Williams was 
then called to the platform and greeted 
with applause. She said: “Ladies of 
the Ebell Society, I thank you for 
your action in my behalf. I thank you 
the more because I have had notoriety 
thrust upon me in some ways which 
has been very unpleasant to me. I 
want to say that, whereas, the Or- 
pheum acknowledges returning money 
to the sum of $74.25, I think tis sum 
does not represent the number that 
actually came out of the theater, as 
many retained their tickets for e 
on another occasion.

YUMA (Ariz.,) April 13.—({Regular 
Correspondence.] Court has adjourned, 
and the fever heat of the burg has 
subsided to nearly the normal tempera- 
ture, which is not as high as the gen- 
eral public commonly believes. Alex- 
ander, the slayer of Mrs. Burns, is 
dead and buried. Hobo Hart, murderer 
of Deputy Sheriff De Vane, is under 
sentence to hang May 17. Tom Cannon, 
who stabbed to death his friend, Hugh 
Gallagher, in a drunken scuffie last De- 
cember, pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
and was given the light sentence of one 
year. W. B. Fain and F. B. Miller, ac- 
complices in the killing of Mrs. Alex- 
ander, indicted for murder, will prob- 
ably be given a change of venue before 
trial. Several hobo and Mexican 
burglars and thieves were given two 
and three-year terms in the peniten- 
tlary. The cases against Charles Brin- 
ley and Ramon rras, charged with 
robbing a miner of $120, were dismissed. 


José Pescador, who stabbed James 
Craven at Palomas a year ago, was 
awarded three years. term 


was notable for the largest criminal 
docket ever known in the county. No 
less than fifteen prisoners awaited the 
action of the grand jury, five of them 
charged with murder. The grand jury, 
headed by M. J. Nugent, was an espe- 
cially efficient one.

PROSPECTS BRIGHT. 

With the hope that never again will 
such a carnival of crime be known, the 
people of Yuma are again turning their 
attention toward endeavors for the up- 
building of the community. Never be- 
fore have the business and agricultural 
prospects been as bright. 

The Algodones grant contest has 
been settled, and the tract is now in 
the hands of the settlers. The change 
was made peacefully, though trouble 
had been anticipated over several of 
the filings. On the day of opening 113 
filings were made here, before the Pro- 
bate Court, and the clerk of the Dis- 
tict Court. Seventeen more were made 
the same day at Tucson, while eight 
followed by mail, making in ali 138 
entries. Thirty more settiers who have 
title from the grant company have 
ninety days in which to perfect entry. 
Twelve contests have been filed over 
different claims in the Tucson land of- 

. Three townships of the grant 
were erroneously withheld from entry, 
and will probably be thrown open 
within a short time. Under a misap- 
prehension of the number of Indians 
resident on the tract, three sections 
were also withheld for the use of not 
more than seven or eight ,Yumas. The 
whole amount thus far filed upon is 
about 30,000 acres, much of it contigu- 
ous to the town of Yuma, and sus- 
— of irrigation from the Colo- 
rado.

It is now pro- 
posed to tunnel a ridge near the plant 
of the Yuma waterworks, the labor to 
be cheaply done by the employment of 
convicts, and through this to deliver 
water to farms for four or five miles 
to the southward. It is hoped the 
question of expense for power for 
pumping will eventually be solved by 
transmission of electricity from a point 
on the Imperial Canal, twenty-seven 
miles below Yuma, where a fall of ten 
feet may be secured, generating a pos- 
sible 1000-horse-power. A alternative 
is offered by the use of the solar mo- 
tor, deemed peculiarly available here, 
under the cleare«et skies and highest 
of temperatures.

IX.—GERMANY’S '$ COLONIAL POLICY. 


[By Dr. John K. George, Department of P® 
litical Economy, Northwestern University.) 


HB German colonies and protector- 
ates are “spheres of influence” 
rather than colonies in the usually- 
accepted sense of that term and they 
lie in Africa, the Pacific Ocean and 
China. The aggressive movement for 
territorial extension begam during the 
chancellorship of Prince Bismarck, with 
the rise of the German navy and the 
organization of a large number of - 
cleties whose chief object was the ex- 
tension of German commerce. The 
first of these societies was organized 
as early as 1843 in Dusseldorf, for the 
promotion of emigration to Brazil. 
Other similar societies were soon es- 
tablished, some directing their atten- 
tion to Texas, some to the Mosquito 
coast, and still others to Nicaragua and 
to Chili. In 1889 a society was founded 
at Berlin for the purpose of directing 
colonization toward southern Brazil. 
A considerable share of emigration 
was turned to that region, where to 
the present day there are numerous 
flourishing German célonies, on as they 
would better be called, setflements, 
for the territory which they occupy 
belongs to the Brazilian government. 
ANOTHER IMPORTANT SOCIETY. 
In 1868 another most important 80 
Was organized, whose objects 
were “the study of those lands in which 
organized German settlements already 
exist; the study of the social and com- 
mercial conditions and the spread of 
information thereon; the promotion of 
emigration to regions where settlers 
of German origin are already estab- 
lished under conditions favorable to 
the genius of the German people; the 
promotion of intellectual and material 
intercourse between colonial settile- 
ments and the German fatherland; 
and, lastly, furthering the establish- 
ment of trade and navigation and the 
acquisition of colonies.” This society, 
which was called the “Central Society 
for Commercial Geography and the 
Promotion of German Interests 
Abroad.“ had its headquarters in Ber- 
lin. with branch establishments in the 
leading cities of the empire, and even 
in Brazil, the Argentine Republic and 
New South Wales. In the decade fol- 
lowing a number of other societies 
were organized, with branches wher- 
ever German commercial interests 
could be promoted. These societies, 
however, while directing their efforts 
toward countries where large numbers 
of German setticrs were to be found, 
were also directing them toward coun- 
tries where political control was out of 
the question, as the territory was al- 


but was absolutely necessary before 

territory could be held in distant lands. 

CHARTERS FOR COLONIZING 
COMPANIES. 

Such was the condition of things 
when Germany entered Africa, where 
most of her colonies are, and precipi- 
tated the partition of that continent 
in 1884. Up to that time the coloniza- 
tion movement from the political point 
of view had not found much favor in 
the eyes of German officials. Even as 
late as 1884 Prince Bismarck asserted 
that it was not the intention of Ger- 
many to found provinces. but rather 
to promote trade enterprises (kauf- 
mannische unternehmunger.) He had 
in mind giving charters to trading 
companies, as England had done

earlier, and such charters, guarantee- 
ing protection, were issued in 1885 by 
the Emperor to two companies, the 
“Society for German Colonization” and 
the “New Guinea Company.” 

Yet in spite of the want of initiative 
on the part of the government, there 
grew up on its part, after the found- 
ing of the empire, the practice of set- 
tling certain difficulties which arose in 
the colonies; this in turn led to Ger- 
many'’s assuming control over those 
colonies whose territory was not under 
the immediate control of other natione. 
Thus, in Southwest Africa. where 
British protection had dwindie4 to al- 
most nothing, Germany stepped in and 
established between 1884 and 1890 a 
protectorate over a considerable terri-

TURNING ATTENTION TO AFRICA. 
It was reserved for the German 

Colonial Society, founded at Frankfort 


December 6, 1882, to turn attention to 
a country where the political control |

By the following year this society had 
a membersbip of over 3000, which since | 
then has increased to considerably 
over 20,000. The year following its or- 
ganization it gave the colonial move- 
ment a great impulse by issuing a 
manifesto in which it stated that the 
activity of the society would be di- 
rected toward certain districts, espect- 
ally the basin of the Niger and the 
Congo,. where, it was urged, the Ger- 
man government should take steps to 
prevent other European nations from 
getting a foothold. Even as early as 
1881-2 Prince Bismarck, urged by these

different societies, had entertained sert- 
ous plans for acquiring a hold in the 
Congo basin. A year or two later. 
after asking the chambers of commerce 
of Hamburg, Bremen and Lubeck to 
express their views as to what would 
be the most effective means of protect- 
ing and encouraging German trade in 
Africa, Bismarck received replies point- 
ing to annexation. The Hamburg 
Chamber of Commerce especially 
urged the annexation of independent 
coast regions. General interest in the 
movement was fostered by the publi- 
cation of many books on the subject, 
as well as periodicals, of which Export 
and Deutsche Kolonialzeitung are rep- 
resentative. 

Hand in hand with the aroused in- 
terest at home, another factor look- 
ing to the holding of colonies was the 
growth of the German navy, which not 
only took large numbers of German 
sailors and explorers over the seas and 


acquainted them with new countries, 


tory just northwest of Cape Colony. In 
much the same way, and by making 
treaties with the native chiefs, pro- 
tectorates were established even earlier 
over Togoland and the Cameroons, 
along the Gold Coast.

Her protectorate in China, 
over the territory along Kiao-Chau 
Bay. which is the most recent acqu!- 
sition of importance, was brought 
about by the murder of two German

The islands of the Pacific un- 
der German influence have an area of 
nearly 100,000 square miles and a popu- 
lation of 400,000, and are all under the 
direct contro! of the New Guinea Com- 
pany, excepting the Marshall Islands, 
which are controlled by an imperial 
commissioner. The products are, of 
course, tropical. Since 1884 the control 
of all the colonies has been in the 
bands of the imperial chancellor. 

GERMAN COLONISTS IN THE 

TROPICS. 

A glance at the map will show that 
nearly all the German colonial terri- 
tory is in the tropical or subtropical 
regions, and is, therefore, not well 
suited to German emigrants, and but 
few have gone there, as the above 
figures w. The larger proportion 
of thes@ emigrants still go to more con- 
genial regions in the temperate zones. 
So far, therefore, as colonizing her own 
emigrants gocs, the German movement 
has not been a success. Nor has it 
been a success as yet from a financial 
point of view. 

COST OF GERMAN COLONIES. 

The total cost of administering the 
colonies in 1898-9 was nearly $5,000 0°0, 
while the revenue was considerably 
leas than $1,000,000, the deficit of about 
$4,000,000 being met by imperial grants. 
Togoland alone la self-supporting, hav- 
ing a revenue and expenditure of about 
$100,000. Many of the imperial grants 
are made for the of building 
railroads and bridges, improving har- 
bors, etc., and as yet it is too soon to 
look for returns. It is an investment 
with the hope of returns at a later day. 


Nor s trade with her colonies in- 
crea: Germany's commerce to any 
considerable extent. In 1896 the value 
of all the imports the colonies 


amounted in round numbers to $5,600,- 
000, while the value of their exports 
was only $2,900,000. Of the imports of 
the colonies Germany sends but 42 per 
cent., while Great Britain and her pos- 
seasions send 26 per cent., and various 
other colonies are the scene of steady 
development. In Africa the territory 
is being surveyed, a scientific meteoro- 
logical service has been established and 
various experiments are being used 
in developing the natural resources 
of the country, so that of all the colo- 
nies there those of Germany bid fair 
to be the most fully studied and the 
best known. 

Even if they should not become com- 
mercially profitable Germany no doubt 
will continue to hold its colonies for the 
sake of political power and prestige.

F sou have visited Alexandria, 

Egypt, you will remember the five 

cemeteries in the western suburbs 
of the ancient city. In two of these 
cemeteries there have been no burials 
for the last fifty years, and in the one 
known as “The Sleep of the Holy 
Dead,” you will find the tomb of 
Ayun Musa. This cemetery covers 
about five acres of ground, is sur- 
rounded by a stone wall in a more 
or less dilapidated condition, and one 
might wander there for days and 
meet no one to order him away. 80 
great is the reverence among most 
natives for the long-buried dead, and 
so strong is the feeling of superstition 
in his nature, that it is almost impos.- 
sible to induce him to enter 8 holy 
grounds in broad daylight. 

Ayun Musa was a soldier and a 
statesman. who lived 500 years ago. 
His popularity made him enemies, 
who conspired and brought about his 
ignominous death, and years after his 
demise, when it was known that he 
had been an innocent sacrifice, a tomb 
was built in “The Sleep of the Holy 
Dead” to honor his memory. No one 
knows whether his remains were 
actually laid in the tomb or not, and 
at this late date it would be hard to 
find anybody whe cared. 

It is a stone vault, with a rusty iron 
door hangi by one hinge, and 
tablets on each side of the door giv- 
ing the name, age, date of birth and 
death, etc. The vault is a room 
about twelve feet square, and in the 
center is a marble sarcophagus, which 
perhaps once held a coffin. Ten years 
age a tourist could enter the grounds, 
find the vault for himself, and, pass- 
ing the hanging iron door, descend the 
six steps into the grewsome room. If 
the darkness and the mold and the 
bats did not shake his nerve, he could 
light matches and take a poe 
the great stone receptacle and hold 
dust and spiders, and perhaps a dead 
bat at the bottom. As it was then, 
so it probably is today. Your Egyp- 
tian has little use for a dead man, no 
matter what he was in life. The rev- 
erence I have spoken of is more ideal 
than actral. In my search for mum- 
mies I have met many an Egyptian 
who grieved that his father and 
mother had not been dead long enough 
to bring $50 in the open market as 
specimens.

Perjury Case Ageinst J. X. Jensen 

In Court Yesterday—Fights Jurisdic- 

tion of United States. 

The perjury and charges 
against J. A. Hannah and J. R John- 
son, in connection with the scrippers’ 
cases at Visalia, were given a fresh 
airing yesterday before Judge Well- 
born in the United States District 
Court. Hannah did not appear, though 
he is named in the joint indictment, as 
his case has been set for hearing at 
Fresno on May 6. 

The case of Johnson having been pre- 
sented in the Southern Division of the 
District Court by te return of the 
United States grand jury, the defend- 
ant appeared, by his attorney, Jetter 
son Chandler, and contested the right 
of the court to try him in the south- 
ern division, inasmuch as the crime is 

to have been committed in the 
northern division of said district. The 
case on the part of the government, 
was argued by United States Attorney 
F. P. Flint. 

The indictment of the grand jury 
recites that the said defendants “did 
falsely, unlawfully and wickedly con- 
spire, combine, confederate and agree 
among themselves to defraud “ae 
United States of certein pieces and 
tracts of land situate in the county of 
Kern, within the northern division of 
said district; that the said lands were 
mineral lands, not subject to ent 
that the defendants conveyed to 
government certain lands situate in the 
Sierra forest reserve, and selected in 
the place thereof certain other lands 
that they knew to be mineral lands and 
not subject to entry.”

MILWAUKEE April 15.—Judge Eu- 
gene G. Elliott, in the Circuit Court 
today decided that Christian Scientists 
are not liable to prosecution under the 
State medical law.

GROWING CROPS, 
HOW THEY LOOK. 
WILL BE SOME GRAIN AND SURELY 
ENOUGH HAY. 
Beets Look Promising— The Situation 


These are anxious days for farmers. 
Next to rain these fogs are the best 
thing that could come. The barley 
and wheat are looking remarkably 
well as a rule for a country where so 
little rain has fallen in nine weeks. In 
San Fernando Valley the wheat is 
promising. The farmers expect a 
pretty good crop, even if no more rain 
falls. The same is true in other parts 
of the country. Of course, a hot spell 
at the time when the grain is in the 
milk might blast all the hopes of those 
who now expect a fair crop. 

In almost any contingency ‘here will 
be plenty of hay, a fair amount of bar- 
ley and some wheat. 

The sugar-beet crop is in most cases 
looking well. A day or two ago J. 
Ross Clark had on his table a noble 
specimen of the sugar beet. The leaves 
were well developed, and full of vigor. 
The tap root was, perhaps, over a foot 
long, running down where there is 
moisture. As a matter of fact the 
beet draws 90 per cent. of its life from 
the atmosphere, and where the tap root 
holds it firmly in the ground and foggy 
weather like this prevails, the plant 


grows apace 
Of course a rain of half an inch to 


an inch is greatly to be desired. It 
would mean a great deal f 
to the grain growers, the bean and 
beet men. It is not too late yet.

SUNDAY-CLOSING ORDINANCE. 


The Ministers Pay Their Respects to 
the Saloons, Thank Their Co-workers, 
and Let Well Enough Alone. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
the Ministerial Association of Los An- 
geles was held yesterday at the T. Mu. 
C. A. It was representative of all de- 
nominations in the city, and being the 
first meeting since the settling of the 
Sunday-closing question before the City 
Council, that subject naturally en- 
grossed the attention of the meeting. 

The topic was brought up by the in- 
troduction of the following resolutions 
by Rev. Will A. Knighten: 

“Whereas, there has been a powerful 
effort made by the saloon elements of 
Los Angeles to have the Sunday-clos- 
ing law repealed, and the open saloon 
again restored in our fair city; and, 
whereas, a monster petition was se- 
cured and presented to the City Council 
asking for the above privilege, on Mon- 
day, April 8, 1901; and, whereas, after 
a strong appeal by their attorney, the 
sald Council voted 7 out of 9 against 
said petition, and in favor of the Sun- 
day-closing ordinance, and law and 
order and good government; and, 
whereas, the public press of Los An- 
geles stood solid, loyal and true to the 
highest moral, social and intellectual 
good of the whole people, and in favor 
of the purest and best type of civic 
righteousness; therefore, as ministers 
of all denominations, and as advocates 
of the truth and justice among men, 
and as leaders of thought and con- 
science in all matters pertaining to the 
peace and welfare of the community, 
we hereby pledge ourselves to renewed 
diligence and fidelity, determination 
and purpose, unity and courage, in 
maintaining the laws as they now 


stand; 

“Resolved, second, that we are proud 
of the noble stand taken by seven of 
the City Council, and the press of this 
city in our favor, and we hereby ex- 
press our heartfelt gratitude to them 
and high appreciation of their great 
services in behalf of humanity and 
highest good of the country; 

“Resolved, third, that we u our 
people and all moral and intelligent 
citizens, regardless of creed or sect or 
denomination, to stand firm with us in 
this great conflict against the lawless 
and disorderly and criminal elements. 

“Resolved, fourth, that we will re- 
sist with all the influence at our com- 
mand any and all efforts to resubmit 
the case to the people for a special 
election, because of the great and un- 
necessary expense, and because of the 
fact that the question has already been 
voted on and settled.“ 

There were some ministers present 
who, being enthusiastic over the suc- 
cess before the Council, wanted to have 
one more whack at the saloons, and 
favored submitting the question to a 
vote of the people, in accordance with 
the expressed desire of the saloon men, 
but the majority upheld the theory that 
as they had won thelr victory they 
should be content for the present, and 
not entall upon the city the expense of 
an election. The resolutions were 
adopted with great unanimity and en- 
thusiasm.

Size of the States. 

{Burlington (Vt.) News:] It comes 
as something of a shock to realize that 
Massachusetts is smaller than Ver- 
mont. One always has a hazy, general 
impression that the Bay State ie three 
or four times as big as we are, super- 
ficially. But it isn’t so. Vermont has 
(according to a just-published census 
bulletin) 9565 square miles, whereas 
Massachusetts has but 8325. And there 
are five other States of the Union 
smaller than Vermont—New Hamp- 
she is 260 square miles smalier— 
though if it were spread out flat it 
would doubtless be much bigger than 
Vermont. Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Delaware and New Jersey are the four 
other States that are smaller than Ver- 
mont. 

But we all make a terribly poor fig-. 
ure when we compare ourselves with 
Texas. Texas, may it please your 
royal highness, has 265,780 square miles, 
and is thus twenty-eight times as big 
as Vermont, and makes just about one- 
fourteenth of the whole United States. 
If it were as thickly settled as Ver- 
mont it would have a population of 
about 9,000,000, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, it has but 2,500,000. The Texans 
have plenty of elbow room. 

Next to Texas ig size comes Califor- 
nia, with 158,360 square miles, and then 
follow Montana, 146,680; Nevada, 110,

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 
NEW RURAL MAIL ROUTES. 


RIVERSIDE. April 15.—({Regular 
Correspondence.) The free rural man 
eervice was inaugurated here today. 
Two rural routes will be operated un- 
der the supervision of the Riverside 
postoffice. The estimated length of the 
West Riverside route is twenty-four 
and three-quarter miles. It covers an 
area of twenty square miles, 103 houses 
being served, with an estimated popu- 
lation of 515. The West Riverside post- 
office has been abolished. In its stead 
there is a government mail box, from 
which the carrter will make collections 
on his daily rounds. Judson Harring- 
ton ie the carrier on this route. The 
Highgrove, or East Riverside, route is 
twenty miles long, covering an area 
of eight square miles. There are served 
181 houses, with an estimated popula- 
tion of 655. Jerymiah Finster is the 
carrier. The carriers will leave the 
ae ny every day in the year, except 

undays, after the Los Angeles mail, 
due to arrive here at 10:45 o'clock, has 
been distributed. They will make the 
round over a prescribed route and re- 
turn to the postoffice about the middle 
of the afternoon. They will be supplied 

th stamps, applications for money 
orders, etc., so that patrons along the 
route can avail themselves of prac- 
tically all the conveniences of the post- 
office service without driving to town. 
The carriers must furnish their own 
teams and are paid a salary of $500 a 
year.
